XE\V TORK. March 21.—Tho com-

that steps were being taken to attack 
the constitutionality of the

prohibition amendment and

time prohibition act. 


Levy Mayer of Chicago, counsel for 


the organization, was instructed to ar- 
range for a suit to test the emergeno 
prohibition law after the 
treaty 
of 


peace has been signed. 


Action to bring about a judicial re- 


view of the ISth amendment, it was 
stated, would await the outcome of 
referendum 
elections 
in

states 


where petitions calling Jor a popular 
vote on the "bone dry" enactment have 
been filed or arc in circulation. 


Mr. .\laycr gave an opinion that if 


the wartime prohibition act is uncon- 
stitutional, manufacture of 
distilled 


spirits, forbidden by the president un 
der the food conservation laws, could 
be lawfully resumed as soon as the 
war is ended. 


In their discussion of measures to 


nullify the federal 
amendment, 
the 


distillers named California, Washing- 
tun, Oregon, Nevada, Idaho. Utah, New 
Mexico, ColoradOj Michigan, Ohio, Mis- 
souri, Maine and -Nebraska as states 
where referendum petitions have been 
circulated.

He followed Mr. Lodge's 


arguments and replied to his points; 
but this does not appear in the re- 
port of his speech as printed in 
many of the newspapers. 
Thus it 


appears that Lodge was the debater 
and Lowell the academic essayist, 
which is very unjust to the Har- 
vard man who "is a tactful debater 
and ah able logician. 


The Sun writer 
condensed the 


speeches of both men fairly 
and 


gave all the main points of their 
arguments on both sides. 


A feature of Mr. Lodge's speech 


that seemed 
to escape not 
only 


the greater part of the audience but 
must of the newspaper critics was 
that he presented a series of points 
on which he objected to the pro- 
visions of the constitution of the 
league and he gave them as points 
number one. two. Ibrcc, etc., as 
"constructive criticism." 
With the 


exception of the first point which 
referred to more definite phrase- 
ology, Mr. Lodge's points were not 
constructive criticism at all. 
On \ 


the contrary if his objections were 
sustained there would he nothing 
left of the league e.xccpt an inter- 
national tribunal wiihout force to 
back it up and without any obli- 
gation on the part of Hie nations to 
submit in international arbilraiinn. 


But President Lowell called the 


senator's bluff when he came out 


Very 
likely, the president had 


good reasons for not seeking the 
advice of the senate. 
The repub- 


lican leaders had done everything 
possible to obstruct the, president in 
following out his idealistic policies. 
They were sternly opposed to hi.-; 
going to France, although he ven- 
tured to break the traditional cns- 
iom in view of the importance of- 
the questions to 'be decided at tho 
peace table. 


Senator Lodge practically admit- 


ted that had the president, taken the 
senate into his confidence/ every- 
thing would have been all right and 
there, would be no attacks upon the 
League of Nations. 


Through Ihe force of arguments 


presented by President Lowell, Mr. 
Lodge came, down to "brass tacks-'1 


so to speak, and admitted that if 
certain amendments were made to 
the tentative 
constitution 
of the 


league, he would favor its ratifica- 
tion. 
That was something he had 


not 
previously stated 
in 
public. 


Some two years ago, be did make 
a speech 
favoring 
a league 
of 


peace with force behind it, admit- 
:ing that if it were a voluntary 
matter with the nations, the league 
would accomplish nothing. 


Mr. Lodge, however, when routed 


in his main attack npon the league, 
brought out another reason lo jus- 
tify 
opposition. 
He claimed that 


the treaty with Germany should be 
concluded first and the League of 
Nations afterward; 
and he spoke 


as if he would oppose the treaty in 
case the constitution of the league 
were embodied 
with 
the German 


peace pact. 


Thus it appears that Mr. Lodge 


managed to save the ground which 
the republican party has laken in 
opposition to the league by offering 
a new reason for opposing it re- 
gardless of its merits, and merely 
on the ground that it should be, dis- 
connected from the German treaty 
and presented separately for con- 
sideration in the senate. 


Inasmuch as it has already been 


decided by the peace conference at 
Paris that the league constitution 


one in such a central location.
